The ontcome of the war ha« raised ‘many 

roblemy, of which perhaps the moat interesting 
is how Japan, now the dominant Power, will 
influence tho future of the vast millions of Chiua 
and gevern the not inconsiderable number of 
natives who live upon her newly-acyuiced terri-, 
tory, the Lisotumy Poniusalwand Daluy.. The 
Chineze do not love the Japanese; on the con- 
trary, they have justitieation for long aud 
bitter hatred, They gave to Japan much of 
her early and primitive civilisation, and now 
they huge the chagrin to seo her, a oation 
young iu yrars to themselves, beat back a 
foreign for aed advance fo power and enlighten: 
mont, And inthe process, though China gains 
entinue to submit to 
the logs of the Linotung Peniosuls aod Dalny, 
which are in possession of thu country, that not 
many years before took away from her the 
island of Formosn,. The policy of Fapan was 
no doubt self-protectiva, and thereforu just 
Bit bocauye it becomes necedsnry iu order to 
man's property, T eannot expeet the owner to be 
friendly tome. 

Apart from tho iow ion that will be derived 
in the way of practically demonatrating the 
Jimit of capability te control and influence 
himise, the rule of the Japanese in the Liso- 
tung Peninsula will be an interentinp experience 
in colonint government, [t is, however, not an 
jnitiol experiment, ‘Tho Japanese have alendy 
had a long and tedious tritl of administration 
outside (heir own land in Formosa, ‘I his jeland, 
which was cedid after the war with Chinu, bas 
during (en yoard been governed hy a Govornor 
General (a soldier), notuinally at the head of 
alfairs, Dyuetically during the whole of that 
time the civil department, which is really the 
government of the island, lax been controlled 
by Baron Goto, onevof the ablest and bext ad- 
ministrators of the group thet hve made Japan 
great. Recently [ bad a long conversation with 
him of particular interest, becuse, although 
relating wore c! 
bas a direct bearing none the less to the larger 
question of Japin's relation to China, 

He wished that the Japanese should, be 
regarded veerely as human beings siriving like 
the rest of the world 4o do their utmost ta what. 
they thought were the interests of menkind 
Speaking with reference to hix own work in 
Formosa, he said that be governed a population 
of over three willians, nearly all af whom wera 
Chinese, The Japanase residemty in the ialand 
numbered only about 50,00, That the totel
